
May 19th, 2020

The Des Moines County Board of Supervisors met in regular session at the Court House in Burlington at 9 
AM on Tuesday, May 19th, 2020, with Chairman Tom Broeker via Webex, Vice-Chair Bob Beck and Jim Cary 
present. Due to the Coronavirus Pandemic declaration, this meeting was held electronically via Webex and YouTube
live streaming. Public input was available through board email or call in.  

Unless otherwise noted, all motions passed unanimously. The Pledge of Allegiance was conducted.

Meet with Department Heads: County Auditor Terri Johnson gave a Primary Election update regarding 
absentee voting.  5,739 absentee ballots have been sent with 2,866 of those returned.  The Auditor’s Office will be 
open until 5PM on Friday.  This is the last day to pre-register and the last day to request an absentee ballot to be 
mailed.  The office will be open Saturday, May 30th from 8AM to 4PM for absentee voting curbside.  IT Director 
Colin Gerst stated his office has been busy.  Via Webex: Maintenance Supervisor Rodney Bliesener reported his 
department has been very busy with several projects and preparing for the courts June 1st opening. County Engineer 
Brian Carter stated North Gear Avenue is still progressing.  The contractor will start a culvert replacement project 
requiring full closure soon. Iowa City Road contractor has all the pavement done.  Shouldering and other small 
projects still need to be completed.  The Mediapolis Road bridges are progressing, and road crews are busy. 
Conservation Director Chris Lee reported the parks are busy. All campgrounds are open as a Level Two opening.  
Pit latrines are open but the shower house at Big Hollow will remain closed until all County facilities open. Big 
Hollow reserved camping spots for Memorial weekend is sold out. Maple Loop will open now that FEMA work is 
complete.  They have seen a massive increase in trail use.  A trail counter indicates a 3X increase on the trail portion
from Hwy 61 to Starr’s Cave.  Summer camps at Starr’s Cave update, the June camps have been cancelled. CDS 
Director Ken Hyndman reported on the SEIL Governing Board last week.  COVID-19 is causing more expense for 
providers.  SEIL will be applying for a DeCat grant for kids.  Assistant Land Use Administrator Jarred Lassiter 
stated SEIRPC is working on the last pieces of the Hazard Mitigation Plan before sending to FEMA. Clerk of Court 
Jackie Myers reported the courts are preparing for June 1st opening.  Staff will be returning to regular hours and both
offices will be open. Social distancing signage has been received and will be posted.  County Treasurer Janelle 
Nalley-Londquist reported her office is continuing to process tax payments and motor vehicle license by mail, phone
and the drop box. On May 27th the Governor’s proclamation expires for penalties.  County Attorney Lisa Schaefer 
reported her office is preparing for non-jury court to begin on June 1st.  They are transitioning the office back to full 
time.  Deputy County Recorder Natalie Steffener reported they continue to process boat titles, etc. by mail and 
phone.  Marriage license are still available to obtain. Safety Director Angie Vaughan reported she has been busy.  It 
has been a quiet few months but will start kicking in high gear soon.  She encouraged everyone to stay vigilant and 
safe. Emergency Management Coordinator Gina Hardin stated she submitted an extension for the Hazard Mitigation
plan.  The Emergency Operation Center (EOC) is open on Wednesday and Friday.  FEMA is now shipping PPE 
supplies directly to nursing homes.  

COVID-19 Update.  Supervisor Broeker reported the county COVID policy for employees will be updated.
No need to self-isolate if traveling in the US.  Self-isolation is still recommended for international travel or cruises.  
Local Health Administrator Christa Poggemiller reported Des Moines County is doing fine and does not know why 
the number of cases reported by the IDPH is different than what the health department can confirm.

Accounts payable in the amount of $2,325,535.42 was presented.  Cary motioned to approve and seconded 
by Beck.

Payroll Claims Reimbursements in the amount of $92.19 and Non-Cash Taxable in the amount of $10.00
was presented.  Beck motioned to approve and seconded by Cary.

The Des Moines County Courthouse and Public Building Security Plan Revision 3 was presented.  
Maintenance Supervisors Rodney Bliesener stated there was not a lot of changes just an annual review.  Beck 
motioned to approve and seconded by Cary.  

Personnel Actions:  County Attorney – Dawn Callison, Receptionist/Records Assistant.  36-month step 
increase. New rate $34,427.41 yr., effective 5/22.  Cary motioned to approve and seconded by Beck.  

Reports received and filed in the Auditor’s Office:  Clerk’s Report of Fees Collected, April 2020 and 
Veteran’s Affairs, April 2020



Beck motioned to approve the May 12th, 2020 meeting minutes and seconded by Cary.

Committee reports. Beck attended a Community College/Fair Board meeting.  They discussed the county 
fair and whether it will take place this year. The decision is still pending.  The hospital setup for drive thru COVID 
testing by have not received any test yet.  Cary attended a RUSS meeting via ZOOM.  A few are not paying their 
bills and will not pursue until after the declarations expire.  Broeker attended a SEIL Governance Board meeting.  
Claims and contracts were approved. He attended the EOC meetings and Des Moines County is doing fine.  

Meeting was adjourned at 9:38 AM.
